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GHARLES BLACK GETS BACK 
TO THE OLD STRIDE 

Still wearing some of the tan 
he acquired in Florida two 
weeks ago, Selectman Charles H 
Black got back into the old 
stride, Monday night, at the 
Selectman’s meeting. 

Mr. Black had his usual list 
of what is wrong with the tom 
and able to keep the Sel- 
ectmen discussing it for near- 
ly an hour, 

He started with Wilmington 
Square. It was full of dirt 
and sand he said, and some- 
thing ought to be done to 
clean it up. He suggested that 
one of the older men in the 
community be hired, as was the 
late Mr. Frotton, some years 
ago, to keep the square clean. 
Mrs Drew chimed in to declare 
that the Square was not clean 
on Memorial Day, last year, 
and she still remembered how 
she thought it was a disgrace. 
Chairman Nick De Felice noted 
down a request to have the TM 
see about appointing a man for 
the job. 

Black then shifted to the old 
Mill Brook, which runs between 
the Lyons Oil Company and 
Louie’s, on Main Street. He 
noted that the town had sent 
in a power shovel, and cleared 
the brook ‘but I have the 
feeling that the Highway %e- 
partment went into that pro- 
perty without permission’ 
‘It looks disgraceful now -tin 
cans and whatnot’. 

Selectman Kidder took up the 
discussion, It was a piece of 
Cronin equipment, he said -- 
hired by the town. I watched 
it. It was my feeling that if 
I owned the land I would have 
gone down to the Chief of Po- 
lice right then and there. Tin 
cans and tin cans - spread 
over acres. 

It was decided that this was 
something for the TM to ‘look 
into’. 

Black then shifted to the 
conditions in back of one of 
the buildings in Wilmington 
Square, This, he thought, was 
a job for the Fire Chief and 


a 


the Town Manager - ‘clean it 
up’. 

The other Selectmen agreed 
with him, 


Black's next subject was the 


Apple Monument, down on Chest- 
nut Street, which the Rumford 
Historical Seciety, of Woburn 
is fixing up, for a small park 
area. There are to be some 
sort of ceremonies here, later 
in the year, and Black be- 
lieved that the Town of Wil- 
mington ‘should do something’. 
It was agreed to ask the TM 
to get going on appointment of 
the Historical Committee. 

Boutwell Street was the next 
item on Black’s agenda. He un- 
derstood that there was no 
provision on the plans for 
the widening of this street, 
for a sidewalk. 

Referring to the proposal by 
Mr. Fitzmaurice to extend Car- 
ter Lane to the new Boutwell 
Street School (in last week's 
Town Crier) Mr. Black thought 
that the idea was good, and 
asked that further investiga~ 
tion be made, 

He then shifted to the Silver 
Lake area, The culvert, from 
Silver Lake, leading to Lub- 
bers Brook, he reported, was 
blocked. 

The new St. Dorothy’s Church 
at Silver Lake was coming a- 
long nicely, he noted. It was 
time to do something about 
fixing up the street in front 
of it. 

‘Get the state to do some- 
thing about Main Street - fix 
up the sidewalk and curbstone 
- and we'll have the town fix 
up Harnden Street - but we 
can’t lose any time. 

Black then noted the work 
at the new St. Thomas Church 
on Middlesex Avenue - ‘I 
would like to see Middlesex 
Avenue widened from Church St. 
to Adams Street - and higher 
powered lights in front of the 
two churches. 

This was the first time that 
he ran into any opposition, if 
opposition it can be called. 

Selectman Nick De Felice did 
not think it possible to widen 
Middlesex Avenue, ‘How can you 
do it?’ he asked -- ‘You’ 11 
have all sorts of land takings 
and other troubles’. 

Don Kidder suggested instead 
that Church Street and Middle- 
sex Avenue could be made one 
way streets, on Sundays.
